The  permanent  revenues  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  according  to  the  laws  now  in 
force, confift  of — id.  Duties  onmerchan- 
4jtfe  and  tonnage,  id.  Internal  duties  on 
frills  and  domellic  diddled  fpirits,  refined 
fugar,  licences  to  retailers,  fales  at  'aucti- 
on, -Hid  pleafurable  carriages — 3d.  Pro- 
ceeds  of  the  fales  of  public  lands — 4th. 
Duties    on   poftage — 5th.  Dividend  on 
lhares  in  the  bank  of  the  United  States 
i — 3th.  Incidental,  arilingfrom  fees,  fines 
and  penalties,  repayments  in  the  treafu- 
ry, and  fales  of  public  property,  other 
than  lands. 
Duties  at  Merchandize  and  Tonnage. 
The  receipts  in  the  treafury,  ariiing 
from  that  fourtfe,  have  amounted,  fo*r  the 
year  ending  on  the  30th  September,  1 80 1, 
to  dollars   10,116,213  92.

The  amount  of  duties  fe- 
cured  on  the  30th  September  !a!t,  and 
falling  due  in  the  courfe  of  the  year  1802, 
compared  with  that  of  preceding  years, 
;  justifies  an  opinion,  that,  had  the  Import 
I  tations  continued  inthe  fame  proportion, 
ti-fofe  duties  would  have  brought  in  the 
treafury,  during  the  year  i3o2,  nearly 
eleven  millions  of  dollars. 

How  filf  the  branch  of  revenue  maybe  v 
affected  by  the  reftoration  of  peace  in 
Euro;)',  is  rather  a  fubject  of  fpeculative 
conjecture  than  of  calculation  :  That  it 
will  be  liable  to  fudden  and  confiderable 
fluctuations,  cannot  be  doubted  j  and  for 
that  reafon  a  greater  degree  of  cor  reel  - 
nefs  maybe  obtained,  by  forming  an  eftl- 
m'ate  for  a  number  of  years  than  for  any 
one  year. 

The  period,  for  which  futh  an  eftimate 
(liould  be  made,  being  arbitrary  fo  far  aS 
relates  to  the  revenue  ;  that  of  the  eight 
years  1802 — 1809")$  felected,  principally 
in  reference  to  the  payments  to  be  made 
on  account  of  the  public  debt  ;  the  whole 
of  the  foreign  debt  being  actually  due 
within  that  term  of  years  and  the  eight 
per  cent  flock  becoming  redeemable  the 
laft  year  of  the  period. 

The  bed  data  on  which  the  eftimate 
may  be  predicated,  feem  to  be  actual  con- 
fumption  of  imperted  articles  during 
former  years,  and  the  ratio  of  encreafc 
of  population,  as  afcertained  by.  the  cen- 
tos. 

With  a  view  to  the  firft  object,  the 
ftatements  A  to  H,  have  been  abftracled 
from  the  records  of  the  treafury.  s  They 
exhibit  the  value  or  quantities  of  impor- 
ted articles,  on  which  duties  have  been 
actually  paid  for  each  calender  year  from 
1790  to  1800  deducting  from  the  grofs, 
amount  imported  each  year,  the  value  or 
quantities  of  articles  re-exported  during 
the  fame  year,  which  were  entitled  to

Thofe  ftatements  do  not", however,  (how 


correctly,  principally  for  the  laft  years, 
theadual  annual  amount  of  coufuniptton 
hecaufe,  ift.  Exportation*  to  a  conlider 
able,butnotprecil'cly  afcertained  amount 
have  taken  place  under  futh  circumftan 
ces  as  did  not  entitle  the  articles  export- 
ed to  a  drawback  :  and  2d.  the  amount  of 
foreign  articles  remaining  on  hand  at  the 
clofeof  the  year  1800,  was  much  greater 
in  proportion  to  the  refpectivc  populati- 
on, than  that  on  hand  a.  the  commence- 
ment of  the  year  1790-  Thofe  caufes 
which  effect  to  an  inconfideratle  degree 
the  years  1790  to  1792,  and  but  partially 
thofc  immediately  fucceeding,  would, 
however;  render  any  dedudlion  drawn 
from  thofe  documents,  in  relation  to  the 
years  1799  and  i3oo,  altogether  fallaci- 
ous.

The  ratio  of  encreafe  during  the  whole 
period  of  nine  years,  e.\ceedi  feventy 
per  cent,  vvhilft  that  of  population,  dur- 
ing the  fame  time  was  hardly  more  than 
thirty  per  cent. 

Th»  ratio  of  increafe  during  the  fird 
period  of  four  years  and  a  half,  is  near  35 
i-2  per  cent,  and  during  the  laft  more 
tha.n  25  1-2  percent;  whilft  that  of  po- 
pulation, for  each  period,  was  only  at  the 
rate  of  14  per  cent.  The  greater  ratio 
of  increafe  during  the  firft,  than  during 
the  lad  period  of  four  years  and  a  half,  is 
owing  to  the  companion  in  the  firft,  be- 
ing between  a  period  of  European  peace, 
and  a  period  of  European  war,  and  in 
the  lad  between  two  periods  of  the  Eu- 
ropean war. 

The  ratio  of  increafe  of  population 
being  afcertained  by  the  cenfus  to  be  at 
the  rate  of  34  per  cent,  for  ten  years  ;  if 
the  increafe  of  confumption  (hall  be  fup- 
pol'ed  to  be  hereafter  precifely  the  fame 
as  that  of  population,  the  annual  8  re- 
ceipts of  the  eight  years.  1802 — 1809, 
may  be  eftimated  as  nwUily  fifty  per  cent 
greater  than  thofe  of  the  years  1790—^ 
1792,  or  at  a  fum  of  near  9,250,000  dol- 
larSi  if  that  period  be  aflumed  as  the  ba- 
lls on  which  to  predicate  the  edimate. 
But  if  the  calculation  fliall  he  grounded 
on  the  revenue  of  the  years  1793 — 1798, 
the  annual  receipts  of  the  years  1802- — 
1809  ftlouldbe  eftimated  as  about  30  1-2 
per  cent  greater  than  thofe  of  that  peri- 
od, or  at  about  10,960,000  dollars. 

It  feeTi9  that  thofe  two  refpeetive  fums 
may  reafouably  be  considered  as  the  two 
eV.eYrfies,  which  the  average  annual  re- 
ceipts Of  the  eight  enfuing  years  will  not 
exceed.  The  firft  calculation  of  9,1650, 
000  dollars  appears  be  below  the  proba- 
ble refult,  iince,  being  predicated  on  the 


eludes  the  necedity  of  exhibiting  here  all 
the  details  pertaining  to  this  ^ancii  ol 
revenue.  . 

The  ftatement  (M)  is  an  abdract  of  its 
amount  for  the  year  1800,  during  which 
the  duties  on  fpirits  and  ftills,  refined  fu- 
gars,  licences  to  retailers,  fales  at  auc- 
tion, and  pleafurable  carriages,  produced 
a  nett  fum  of  576,888  dollars  and  80 
cents.  The  duties  on  (lamps,  which,  as 
under  the  exilting  laws  they  will  ceafe 
after  the  4th  day  of  March,  1803,  are  no* 
included  amongft  the  permanent  reve- 
nues, amounted  for  the  fame  year  to 
409,853  dollars  and  32  cents;  both  to- 
gether conltitute  an  item  of  dollars 
786,742  12-iooths. 

The  receipts  in  the  Treafury  from  all 
the  internal  revenues,  have  amounted  for 
the  year  ending  on  the  30th  September, 
1801,  to  919,719  dollars  and  16  cents  : 
deducting  from  this  fum,  65,000  dollars, 
being  the  eftimated  amount  of  drawbacks, 
paid  during  that  year,  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  external  revenues,  on  the  expor- 
tation of  domeftic  diftilled  fpirits  and  re- 
fined fugar,  leaves  a  nett  fum  of  about 
854,000  dollars,  and  an  encreafe  of  near 
70,000  dollars  beyond  the  revenue  of 
1800. 

The  accounts  of  the  laft  nine  months 
being  yet  but  partially  rendered,  it  is 
not  practicable  to  afcertain  to  what  clafs 
of  duties  the  encreafe  belongs,  nor  par- 
ticularly to  difcriminate  between  the  en- 
creafe of  the  revenue  arifing  from  (lamps, 
and  that  of  the  permanent  internal  reve- 
nues. Yet  it  is  believed  that  thefe,  ex- 
clulively  of  the  (lamp  duties,  may  fafely 
be  eftimated,  for  the  average  of  the  years 
1802 — 1809,  at  an  annual  fum  not  lefs 
than  650,000  dollars. 

In  order,  however,  to  fecure  that  a- 
mount,  a  revifion  of  the  fyftem,  fo  far  as 
it  relates  to  country  dills,  is  eflentiilly 
necelTary.  Whilft  the  owners  of  fmall 
didilleries,  in  fome  parts  of  the  union, 
complain  of  the  operation  of  a  tax,  raifed 
on  the  capacity  of  their  Hills  ;  that  fame 
regulation  has  enabled  all  thofe  whole 
Capital*  are  larger,  and  lecal  fituation' 
more  advantageous,  efpccially  in  the  mid- 
dle dates,  to  reduce  the  actual  duty  on.

The  effect  of  thefe  on  the  revenue 
ha*  already  been  fcnfibly  felt  in  one  of  the 
moll  productive  diltiicts  of  the  United 
States;  and,  unle.s  it  (lull  be  counteraCl- 
de,  either  by  reltricTmg  laws,  or  by  an 
encieafe  cf  duty  on  the  capacity  of  the 
{tills,  or  bv  a  change  of  the  fuljeet  of 
taxation,  a  connderublc  defalcation  mult 
be  expected.  (  j 

Whatever  mode  may  be  adopted,  it  if 
refpedfully  lubmitted,  whether  the  reve- 
nue may  not  be  benefited,  and  juft 
grounds  of  complaint  removed  by  a  re- 
peal, or  modification,  of  the  claufe  which 
compels  a  yearly  entry  of  (tills  in  the 
month  of  June,  under  a  penalty  o{  act)  dol- 
lars ;  by  a  penniihon  to  perfons,  who 
take  fbort  licence*,  to  continue  dillil- 
ling  beyond  the  time  limited  in  their  li- 
cences,' on  paying  a  proportionate  duty  ; 
and)  by  reducing  into  one  act,  all  the 
laws  in  relation  to  duties  on  ftills  and 
domeftic  diililled  fpirits. 

It  will  appear  by  the  fame  ftatem»nt\ 
(M,)  that  w'hilft  the  expences  of  collect- 
ion on  merchandife  and  tonnage,  which 
are  defrayed  out  of  the  revenue,  do  not 
exceed  4  per  cent-;  thofe  on  the  perma- 
nent internal  duties,  amount  to  almoft 
ao  per  cent.  Th'u  however,  U  an  incon- 
venience which,  on  account  of  the  great 
number  of  individuals  on  whom  the  du- 
ties are  raifed,  and  of  vheir  difperfed  fi- 
tuation throughout  the  whole  extent  of 
the  United  .States,  mult  more  or  lefs  at- 
tach to  the  i'yftem  of  internal  taxaticn,  fo 
long  as  the  wants  of  government^  Hull 
not  require  any  confiderablc  extenlion, 
and  the  total  amount  of  revenue  fliall  re- 
main inconfiderable. 

Sales  of  Public  Lands. 

The  only  data  on  which  to  calculate 
the  annual  revenue,  which  may  probably 
be  derived  for  the  enfuing  eight  years, 
from  thofe  fales,  are  the  quantity  of  land 
at  the  dii'pofal  of  government,  compared 
with  the  probable  annual  demand  ;  and 
the  actual  tales,  which  have  taken  place 
fince  the  Several  land  offices  have  been 
opened. 

The  precife  quantity  cannot  be  afcer- 
ta'tned,  all  the  furve'ys  not  being  yet 
completed,  and  the  Weftern  boundary 
line  of  the  Virginia  refervation,  from  the 
head  fpring  of  the  Little  Miami,  North- 
ward, being  neither  furveyed,  nor  even 
the  principle  on  which  its  courfe  mull  de- 
pend, determined  by  the  terms  of  cellion, 
accepted  by  Congrefs. 

The  eft'imate  (N,)  may,  however,  be 
confidered  fo  far  correct  as  to  render  it 
certain,  that  the  quantity  of  public  lands 
mirth  weft  of  the  Ohio,  within  the  Indi- 
an boundary  line,  and  not  yet  difpofed  of, 
amounts  to  very  nearjnine  millions  of  a- 
crcti — A  general  map  of  thole  lands,  in- 
cluding the  Virginia  refervation,  and  the 
grants  to  the  Ohio  company,  and  to  John 
C.  Symmes,  which  has  been  compiled 
from  the  furvey  of  the  Indian  boundary 
line,  and  from  the  draughts  returned  to 
the  treafury  department,  will  be  tranf- 
mi'tedto  congrefs,  and  will  more  clearly 
explain  their  relative  fituation  than  could 
be  done  by  any  written  del'cription. 

The  ftatement  (O.)  fliows  the  actual 
Lies  which  have  taken  place  m  the 
several  land  offices,  to  the  3  ill  day  of  Oc- 
tober bit  By  this  it  appears  thit  398, 
646  acres  have  been  fold,  for  834-087  dol- 
lars ;  of  which  fum  248,46 t.dullars  have 
been  paid,  and  586,426  rerniitl  due;  be- 
ing payable  under  the  law  in  instalments, 
bearing  interelt  from  the  date  of  fales, 
and  which  will  become  due  in  the  years 
1802— -1805,  in  the  proportions  exhibi- 
ted in  the  ftatement. 

The  quantity  of  land  fold  either  at  the 
public  fales  of  the  three  land  offices,  of 
Marietta,  Chilicothe,  and  Cincinnati,  or 
at  private  fale  at  Stubenville,  when  the 
land  office  was  firft  opened,  cannot  af- 
ford any  juft  data,  on  which  to  predicate 
an  elti'iiate  of  the  probable  annual  fales, 
as  thefe  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  been 
greater  when  the  lands  were  firft  offered 
for  fale  than  at  fubftquent  period*.  v 

Rejecting  therefore  the  refult  of  the 
whole  of  the  public  fales,  and  that  of  the 
firlt  two  months  private  l'ales  at  Steu 
benville  ;  it  appears  that  there  have  been 
fold  at  private  fale  122,673  acres  at  Steu- 
benville  during  a  period  of  14  months, 
ending  the  31ft  day  of  October  hit; 
64,205  acres  at  Chilicothe  during  a  peri- 
od of  5  months,  ending  on  the  fa  ne  dav  ; 
42,656  acres  at  Cincinnati  during  a  pe- 
riod of  6  months,  ending  on  the  fame 
day  ;  and  1,544  acres  at  Marietta  dur- 
ing a  period  of  16  months,  ending  on  the 
fame  day;  which  gives  in  the  whole  a 
refult  of  345,000  annual  fales  in  all  the 
land  offices.  The  rcfervations  in  the 
grants  to  the  Ohio  company  4  and  to  J.  C; 


S\mmes,  and  in  the  tcwn-fliips  formerly 
fold  at  New-York;  the  furplus  of  the  traft 
appropriated  for  millitary  bounties,  after 
the  fame  fliall  have  been  fatisfied  ;  and 
tract  of  near  one  million  of  acres,  lying 
North  of  Symmcs's  patent,  aYid  contain- 
ed between  the  Great  Miami  and  the 
Virginia  refervation,  are  not  embraced 
in  this  general  refult.  The  refervations 
and  the  military  tract  are  not  yet  difpof- 
ableby  any  exilting  law  ;  and  the  tract  ly- 
ing between  the  Great  Miami  and  the 
Virginia  lands,  has  been  only  partially 
offered  for  fale,  under  the  act  of  congrefs 
giving  a  right  of  pre-emption  to  certain 
purchafers  under  J.  C.  Symmes.  The 
refult  of  the  operation  of  this  act  has 
not  vet  been  afcertained  ;  it  is,  however, 
known  that  under  it  a  number  of  tracts 
have  been  fold,  and  fome  payments  alrea- 
dy made.  The  remainder  of  the  tract 
will  afterwards,  according  to  law,  be 
furve\ed  and  offered  for  fale  on  the  fame 
terms  as  otherlands. 

Taking  in  confideration  the  probable 
fales  in  thofe  feveral  tracts,  the  total 
amount  of  annual  fales  might  fairly  be 
.-itimatcd  at  400,000,  if  the  preriods  dur- 
ing which  the  land  offices  have  been 
opened  had  been  ft.fficiently  long  to  form 
1  fafc  balis  for  calculation.  To  eftimate 
them  at  250,000  acres  a  year,  for  the  en- 
fuing eight  years,  is  equally  juftifiable  by 
the  actual  fales,  by  the  known  ufual  de- 
mand, and  by  the  quality  and  fuperior 
fafety  of  title  of  the  public  lands. 

The  nominal  price  of  thofe  lands  is 
two  dollars  per  acre  ;  but  on  account  of 
the  provifions  which  relate  to  inter- 
eft  and  difcount,  they  may  be  obtained, 
within  a  fmall  fraction,  at  the  rate  of  1 
dollar  and  84  cents,  if  the  whole  pur- 
chafe  money  is  paid  at  the  time  of  fale 
ant!  may  bring  in  the  treafury  2  dollars 
and  27  cents  per  acre,  if  the  purchafer 
Hull  avail  himfelf  of  the  terms  of  cre- 
dit given  by  law. 

If  the  proceeds  of  the  whole  fales 
fliall  be  efthnated  only  at  the  rate  of  i 
dollar  and  64  cents  per  acre,  it  will  al 
low  24  per  cent,  for  loffes,  on  account  of 
non  payments  on  the  three  laft  inftall- 
ments  ;  and  after  the  year  1805,  give,  on 
an  annual  fale  of  250,000  acres,  an  an- 
nual income  of  460,000  dollars  ;  but,  as 
on  account  of  the  credit  given  by  law. 
the  whole  of  this  fum  will  not,  till  after 
the  year  1805,  be  annually  receivable  in 
payment  of  lands  fold  alter  the  ift  Ja- 
nuary next ;  whilfl  on  the  other  hand,  the 
funis  due  for  lands,  fold  before  the  end 
of  this  year,  will  become  payable  dur- 
ing the  four  next  enfuing  years,  it  will  be 
found,  that,  making  the  fame  deduction 
of  24  per  cent  for  loffes  on  the  fums  al- 
ready due,  the  whole  fum  receivable  for 
lands  already  fold  or  to  be  fold,  during 
the  eight  years  1802 — 1809,  will,  for 
thofe  eight  years,  on  an  average,  amount 
annuuly  to  400,000 

Some  legiflativc  provifions  feem  necef- 
fary  to  afcertain  the  Weftern  boundary 
of  the  Virginia  lands,  to  define  in  what 
manner  the  feven  firft  ranges  of  town- 
fliips  (hall  be  fubdivided  into  fections 
without  interfering  with  the  claims  of 
former  purchafers  ;  and  perhaps,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  lands  claimed  by  purchafers 
under  J.  C.  Symmes.  But  the  moft  im- 
portant object,  in  order  to  fecure  and 
improve  this  valuable  branch  of  revenue, 
is  to  provide  againft  the  progrefs  of  intru- 
.ions  on  the  public  lands  ;  and  efpecially 
to  devife  fome  efficient  and  prompt  mode 
of  giving  quiet  poffeffion  to  every  perfon 
purchafing  under  the  law.

The  refolution  of  the  Mate  of  Mary- 
land, for  amendments  to  the  Cpnflitiition 
of  the  United  States,  refpecting  the  e- 
le&ion  of  electors  of  Prefident  and  Vice 
Prefident,  were  taken  up  by  the  Legifla- 
ture of  South  Carolina  the'  15th  ult.  and 
rejected. 

On  the  8th  inft.  the  Legiflature  of 
North  Carolina  acceded  to  the  above  reso- 
lutions from  Maryland. 

Theabove  refolutions are  at  prefentbe- 
fore  the  affembly  of  Virginia,  but  have 
not  yet  been  taken  up. 

We  learn  that  tfhe  Legiflature  of  Ver- 
mont have  enacted  a  law,  inflicting  the 
pumflimentof  death  on  all  who  engage 
in  the  diabolical  practice  of  duelling. 

In  the  Houfe  offDelegates  of  Virginia 
on  Friday  the  18th  December,  a  motion 
was  made  that  the  following  refolution 
be  committed  to  the  whole  houfe  on  the 
ftate  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Refolved,  that  it  be  recommended  to 
the  people  of  this  commonwealth  ;  that 
at  their  next  election  for  delegates  to  re- 
prefent  them  in  the  General  Affembly, 
they  appoint,  in  the  manner  in  which  the 
laid  delegates  are  elected,  one  other  de- 
legate fi  om  each  county,  to  reprefent 
them  in  Convention,  for  the  purpofe  of 
devifing  amendments  to  t,he  Cojiftition  or 
form  of  Government,  which  Convention 
fliall  meet  at  the  Capitol  in  the  City  of 
Richmond,  on  the  firft  day  of  June  next 
with  powers  limited  to  the  following  ob- 
jects to  wit : 

ift.  To  make  fuch  alterations  in  the 
right  of  fuffrage,  as  they  fliall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

id.  Toeftablifh  a  more  equal  mode  of 
representation  of  the  people  in  the  Senate 
and  Houle  of  Delegates. 

3d.  To  make  fuch  alterations  in  the 
Judiciary  and  Executive  branches,  a* 
fliall  be  neceffary  and  expedient. 

A  motion  was  then  made,  that  the 
laid  refolution  do  lie  on  the  table,  and 
the  queftion  being  put  thereon,;
